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Library thefts continue fo rise 


Campaign to halt 
vandalism is given 
increased emphasis

In its continuing campaign 
to reduce mutilation and theft 
of books, the Library reminds 
students that the present total 
of 2,945 missing books con- 
tinues to rise. 

To more fully impress stu- 
dents of the recurring theft and 
vandalism of books, a second 
display case has been arranged 
in the circulation lobby of the 
Library. 

Prepared by Grace Murray, 
assistant college librarian for 
Technical and Circulation Ser- 
vices, this display deals with 
theft of books. It features quo- 
tation sources on the subject 
of purloined books. An earlier 
display emphasized mutilation 
of books by students. Those who 
have commented on the display 
have found it both poignant and 
disturbing, according to the 
Library staff. 


NOTE TO SEEKER 

As another step in the cam- 
paign, plastic covers have been 
placed over the catalog cards 
of books known to be missing. 
This is to remind readers of 
the seriousness of the problem 
and to inform them that the 
title sought is not available 
because of theft. These notices 


have been placed in both the. 


main catalog and phonograph 
record catalog.

CONCERTED EFFORT 

The bulletin further stated 
that a concerted effort will be 
made to correct the problem 
with the opening of the new 
semester. Among the new poli- 
cies, brief case carriers must 
put all volumes out on the 
counter at the check point for 
staff inspection. Faculty as well 
as students will be asked to 
show books, magazines and re- 
cords they are carrying out of 
the Library. 

A final reminder to would- 
be offenders is an adaptation 
of the California Penal Code, 
Section 19, which has been post- 
ed, stating: ‘“‘Any student of a 
State College may be placed on 
probation, suspended, or ex- 
pelled for misuse, abuse, theft, 
or destruction of state property. 

**Any person who cuts, tears, 
defaces, or injures any book or 
other item deposited ina library 
supported by public funds is 
guilty of a misdemeanor which 
is punishable by imprisonment 
in the county jail not exceeding 
6 months or by fine not ex- 
ceeding $500, or both.’’

Bee cerried a story of a Sac- 
ramento State College stu- 
dent’s loss of approximately 
five hundred dollars. 

What made this story signi- 
ficast was that the student, 
Sukhdit Ditton, had just ar- 
rived from iIndfa a few days 
before, The money involved was 
to be used for tuition, room 
and board. 

The problem was complica- 
ted by Indian currency laws 
which regulate the flow of 
monies from India, Al/hough 
the money was availatie at 
home, Dhillon was unable to 
send for it. 

Hearing of his problem, Cos- 
mopolitan Club president Sohan 
Sidher contacted Dhillon to see 
if the club could be of assist- 
ance.

Mike Brodie, 22 year old 
Hornet walking stalwart, seems 
to have started his trek to- 
wards national prominence and 
maybe Olympic stature. 

If his performance last Satur - 
day in San Diego’s Balboa Park 
is any indication what this young 
man can do, he has an excel- 
lent chance of traveling to 
Tokyo for the 1964 Olympics. 

In San Diego, Brodie set a 
torrid pace and went on to set 
a personal best in the 40 kilo- 
meter walk in 3 hours, 53 
minutes and 54 seconds. His 
20 kilometer lap time of 1 
hour 50 minutes bettered his 
previous 20 kilometer walks 
by a minute. This performance 
is remarkable because it was 
only the half way point where- 
as his 1:51 was in the 20 
kilometer event. 

“Right now I am walking ap- 
proximately 55 to 65 miles a 
week. Each day I add more 
mileage. By this summer I! 
will be working out twice aday, 
averaging 180 miles a week,’’

“I will have to walk a 3 
hour 47 minute 40 kilometers 
to have a good chance in the 
50 kilometer in Seattle,’’ Brodie 
said. To place in the 20 kilo- 
meter he will have to walk 
around 1; 36.00. 

Presently, Mike is prepar- 
ing for the National 30 kilo- 
meter held in Los Angeles in 
May. 

The Olympic distances are 
20 and 50 kilometers, which 
are 12.5 and 31 miles res- 
pectiveiy.
